The  Matron  of  the  Mombasa  Jail  Asylum  for  female  lunatics  died  at  sea  while 
proceeding  to  England  on  leave  of  absence.

Changes. 

During  my  absence  on  leave  (May  to  November),  the  duties  of  Acting  Principal 
Medical  Officer  were  performed  by  Dr.  J.  A.  Haran,  C.M.Gr.,  Senior  Medical  Officer,  who 
returned  from  leave  in  February. 

Dr.  R.  Small  (January  to  April)  and  Dr.  N.  M.  Leys  (from  May  to  the  end  of  the 
year),  were  appointed  Acting  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  Mombasa,  during  the  period 
Dr.  Haran  was  on  leave  and  while  he  was  Acting  Principal  Medical  Officer. 

Dr.  R.  Small  proceeded  on  leave  of  absence  in  April. 

Dr.  F.  L.  Henderson  returned  from  leave  in  February  and  took  over  charge  of  the 
Native  Civil  Hospital,  Mombasa,  from  Dr.  C.  L.  Chevallier,  who  was  posted  to  Kismayu 
in  charge  of  the  dubaland  Province,  vice  Dr.  T.  F.  Lumb,  transferred  to  Nairobi. 

Dr.  Lumb  was  in  temporary  charge  of  the  Native  Civil  Hospital,  Nairobi,  during  the 
outbreak  of  plague,  May  to  September,  Dr.  L.  D  Lowsly,  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge, 
being  placed  on  plague  duty. 

Dr.  Lumb  proceeded  on  leave  of  absence  in  September. 

Dr.  A.  Mouat  proceeded  on  leave  in  November  and  was  relieved  at  Kisumu  by 
Dr.  R.  Hamilton. 


As  the  climate  of  the  Protectorate  varies  within  such  wide  limits — from  the  extremes 
of  tropical  vegetation  to  the  snow  line — -a  more  accurate  idea  of  the  prevailing  health 
conditions  will  be  obtained  by  contrasting,  as  far  as  is  possible,  those  pertaining  in  the 
different  regions  of  the  country,  than  by  general  observations  on  it  as  a  whole.  For  this 
purpose  the  division  may,  more  or  less  naturally,  be  considered  under  the  following 
heads  : — 

The  Coast  Zone. 

The  Mountainous  Zone. 

The  Provinces  of  Kenia  and  Nyanza. 

The  Desert  Zone. 

The  Coast  Zone. 

This  comprises  the  Provinces  of  Seyidie,  with  the  town  of  Mombasa  and  other  old 
Arab  settlements,  and  Tanaland,  with  the  town  of  Lamu,  the  river  Tana,  and  the 
archipelago  of  islands  abutting  on  the  Indian  Ocean. 
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I.— ADMINISTRATIVE  STAFF. 

The  Medical  Stall  in  these  two  Provinces  consists  of  Dr.  W.  J.  Radford,  M.R.C.S., 
L.R.C.P.,  Senior  Medical  Officer,  in  charge  of  the  European  Hospital,  Mombasa,  and  the 
northern  half  of  the  Province  ;  Dr.  F.  L.  Henderson,  M.R.O.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  B.A.  (Camb.), 
in  medical  charge  of  the  Native  Civil  Hospital,  Mombasa,  and  the  southern  half  of  the 
Province ;  while  the  public  health  of  the  town  of  Mombasa  is  in  the  hands  of 
Dr.  Norman  Leys,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  L.S.A.,  Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
Lamu  and  the  Province  of  Tanaland  are  in  medical  charge  of  Dr.  J.  L.  G-ilks,  M.R.C.S., 
L.R.C.P.,  F.R.C.S.  (Edin.). 

II.— PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

(a.)  General  Remarks. 

(i.)  General  Diseases. 

Affections  of  the  digestive  system  were  responsible  for  a  heavy  percentage  of  the 
cases  coming  under  treatment  during  the  year.  The  causes  of  these  were  variously 
ascribed  to  the  admittedly  bad  quality  of  the  grain  exposed  for  sale,  bad  cooking,  the 
effect  of  the  dust  which  pervades  the  town  of  Mombasa  during  the  dry  season,  and  to 
chills  induced  by  the  cold  land  breeze  which  blows  in  the  early  hours  of  the  morning. 
Enteritis,  diarrhoea  and  tonsilitis  were  on  the  increase,  being  especially  prevalent  in 
Mombasa  and  Malindi  during  the  month  of  January.  Respiratory  diseases,  local  injuries, 
and  ulcers  accounted  for  a  large  number  of  cases.  One  of  the  most  noticeable  features  in 
Lamu  is  the  amount  of  lunacy,  mostly  found  amongst  the  old  Arab  families.  This  is 
probably  largely  due  to  the  intermarriage  of  families,  and  to  bhang  and  opium  smoking, 
the  bad  effects  of  which  are  very  apparent. 

(ii.)  Communicable  Diseases. 

The  number  of  admissions  for  diseases  attributable  to  the  agency  of  insects  was 
regrettably  large,  being  much  greater  than  in  the  previous  yeir.  One  explanation  of 
this  was  the  heavier  rainfall.  The  mortality  was  correspondingly  higher,  particularly  in 
Mombasa.  The  heaviest  incidence  of  malaria  was  experienced  during  the  second  quarter 
of  the  year,  when  the  rains  were  most  severe.  The  amount  of  malaria  in  Lamu  was  not 
more  than  usual.  Four  cases  of  black  water  fever  and  one  of  sleeping  sickness  were 
treated  in  the  hospitals,  the  latter  being  an  imported  occurrence.  Filariasis  is  common 
in  the  islands  of  Lamu  and  Pate.  A  curious  thing  about  its  distribution  is  that  in  the 
last  mentioned  island  there  are  two  ancient  Arab  towns,  situated  within  two  hours  walk 
of  each  other,  and  from  an  examination  of  a  limited  number  of  blood  smears  made  in  both 
towns,  it  was  found  that  while  the  proportion  of  infected  in  the  town  of  Siyu  was  50  per 
cent.,  in  the  town  of  Faza  it  was  under  5  per  cent.  No  particular  variety  of  mosquito 
would  appear  to  be  more  abundant  at  one  place  than  at  the  other. 

In  respect  of  infectious  or  epidemic  diseases  the  most  outstanding  feature  of  the  year 
was  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  admissions  for  dysentery,  with  a  very  high 
death  rate.  The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  rose  from  30  in  March  and  41  in 
April  to  89  in  May  and  89  in  June.  The  variation  is  usual,  but  its  range  in  1911  was 
unprecedented.  The  rise  was  chiefly  due  to  two  causes.  One  was  what  amounted  to  an 
epidemic  of  dysentery  and  malaria  among  Kikuyu  labourers,  recent  immigrants.  Most 
of  them  died  in  the  Native  Hospital.  The  other  cause  which  contributed  to  this  rise  was 
the  coast  people,  who  form  the  bulk  of  the  population  and  contribute  about  five-sixths 
of  the  uncertified  deaths.  Such  being  the  case,  it  is  impossible  to  prove  what  they  died 
of ;  but  the  people  themselves  attributed  the  unusual  sickness  and  mortality  to  malaria. 
All  the  practising  doctors  in  the  town  support  the  opinion,  and  a  chart  prepared  by 
Dr.  Radford  corroborates  it.  The  percentage  death-rate  of  dysentery  to  all  causes  was 
24  per  cent.  The  rise  in  the  death  rate  following  both  the  rainy  seasons  has  long  been 
recognised.  Its  unusually  striking  character  this  year  after  the  heavy  rains  may 
reasonably  be  attributed  to  the  immigration  into  the  island  of  unusual  numbers  of  those 
who  have  not  acquired  the  partial  immunity  of  the  coast  born,  an  immigration  due  to  the 
recent  industrial  expansion.  The  existence  of  malaria  needs  no  explanation  under 
existing  circumstances. 

The  epidemic  of  dysentery  does  need  explaining.  In  1910  dysentery  caused  8  per 
cent,  of  the  certified  deaths  ;  in  1911  it  caused  24  per  cent.  51  out  of  the  70  deaths  from 
dysentery  occurred  among  newly  arrived  natives  of  the  interior  who  form  less  than  one- 
thirtieth  of  the  population.  The  coast  people  are  very  little  troubled  by  the  disease.

The  causes  of  this  prevalence  of  dysentery  so  far  as  they  could  be  ascertained  were  : 
bad  water,  food  of  poor  quality,  unhygienic  surroundings  and  conditions,  housing,  camps, 
and  clothing.  This  labour  question  is  a  very  difficult  problem,  and  is  one  that  is  fully 
engaging  the  attention  of  the  authorities. 

No  cases  of  small-pox  occurred  during  the  year,  sporadic  cases  of  chicken-pox  and 
cow-pox  were  recorded. 

Five  cases  of  beri-beri  were  landed  at  Mombasa  from  a  detachment  of  troops 
returning  from  Zanzibar. 

Enteric  fever,  as  was  to  be  expected,  showed  an  increase,  six  cases  having  come 
under  treatment. 

Spirillum  fever  and  yellow  fever  (despite  the  prevalence  of  the  Ornithodorus  moubata , 
and  the  Stegomyia  fasciata )  were  unknown.  It  is  a  cause  for  congratulation  that 
Mombasa  enjoyed  its  singular  immunity  from  plague. 

Helminthic  diseases  are,  perhaps,  more  common  on  the  coast  than  elsewhere. 
Dr.  Leys  states  that  anchylostomiasis  seems  to  have  declined  since  five  years  ago  when 
he  found  40  per  cent,  of  the  indoor  patients  of  the  Native  Hospital  at  Mombasa  harboured 
the  parasites. 

Bilharzia  and  ascarides  are  common  at  Lamu,  Voi,  Malindi.  Generally  speaking, 
sickness  is  most  prevalent  during  the  months  of  April,  May,  and  June. 

(6.)  European  Officials. 

General  Remarks. 

Owing  to  the  introduction  of  a  new  form  of  Annual  Report  it  is  inevitable  that 
compliance  with  its  first  year’s  provisions  cannot  be  as  full  and  as  accurate  as  could  be 
desired,  and  that  complete  comparisons  with  former  years  cannot  be  made.  Lamu,  in 
spite  of  the  insanitary  state  of  the  town,  enjoyed  on  the  whole  very  good  health.  This 
may  be  ascribed  to  the  porous  nature  of  the  soil,  a  scanty  rainfall,  opportunities  for 
frequent  safaries,  and  healthy  sea  breezes.  There  were  no  deaths  or  invalidings  during 
the  year.  The  same  cannot  be  said  of  Seyidie  Province.  There  was  a  marked  increase 
in  the  number  of  malarial  admissions.  Of  85  admissions,  64  per  cent,  were  due  to  this 
cause,  as  contrasted  with  a  percentage  of  36  last  year.  The  three  deaths  were  all  due  to 
malaria,  one  case  eight  days  out  at  sea,  the  second  complicated  by  pneumonia,  the  third 
by  hepatic  abscess.  In  1910  and  1909,  respectively,  only  one  death  took  place  in  each 
year,  whilst  invalidings  home  were  two  each  for  the  two  years,  as  compared  with  three 
deaths  and  one  invaliding  this  year.

Under  the  existing  sanitary  conditions  which  prevail  at  Mombasa,  attention  to  which 
has  been  directed  in  previous  reports,  the  high  rates  are  not  to  be  wondered  at. 

(c.)  Native  Officials. 

Accurate  statistics  under  this  head  are  not  as  yet  obtainable. 

(d.)  General  European  Population. 

In  Tanaland  it  is  satisfactory  to  record  that,  out  of  a  total  of  41  inhabitants,  only 
four  cases  of  moment  occurred.  The  general  health  has  been  good.  Dr.  Radford  has 
endeavoured  to  collate  the  incidence  of  malaria  amongst  the  general  community  of  196 
souls  in  Mombasa  and  estimates  it  at  26  per  cent.  There  were  eight  deaths  in  all,  being 
a  death  rate  of  40*8  per  thousand.  Of  the  six  cases  of  enteric  fever  returned  as  having 
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occurred  during  the  year,  four,  certainly,  and  two,  very  probably,  were  contracted  in  one 
portion  of  the  town  where  Europeans,  Indians,  and  Africans  live  side  by  side.  The  causes 
of  its  transmission  it  was  impossible  to  determine,  but  it  is  possible  that  the  importation 
of  uncooked  vegetables  from  Nairobi  had  something  to  do  with  it.  Four  serious  cases  of 
mental  derangement  in  new  comers  came  under  notice.  The  other  illnesses  call  for  little 
comment. 


( e .)  General  Native  Population. 

No  census  has,  as  yet,  been  attempted,  but  a  useful  approximation  has  been  calculated 
in  the  basis  of  the  hut-tax  returns,  and  such  other  data  as  were  available.  For  this  zone 
the  numbers  may  be  put  down  as  340,000. 


Births  and  Deaths. 

Births  are  not  registered  amongst  the  native  population.  Deaths  are  also  not 
registered  except  those  that  occur  and  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Administration  in 
Townships.  There  were  633  deaths  registered  in  Mombasa  out  of  an  estimated  popula¬ 
tion  of  26,500,  and  169  deaths  amongst  an  approximate  population  of  6,000  at  Lamu. 
This  gives  an  estimated  death  rate  of  nearly  25  per  thousand.

It  is  a  deplorable  fact  that  the  majority  of  these  deaths  are  due  to  preventable  causes 
more  so  than  is  generally  realised.  A  very  large  number  are  not  seen  by  medical 
practitioners,  and  have  to  be  returned,  after  due  enquiry  by  the  police  authorities,  as 
occasioned  by  natural  causes.  The  coast  native  has  a  fanatical  aversion  to  post-mortem 
examinations,  and  on  two  occasions  a  legitimate  zeal  to  acquire  more  accurate  information 
has  been  checked  by  rioting. 


III.— SANITATION. 

(a.)  General  review  of  work  done,  laws  passed,  and  progress  made. 

(i.)  Administrative. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  the  clumsy  multiplicity  of  authority  referred  to  in 
previous  Reports  as  one  of  the  chief  hindrances  to  sanitary  reform  in  Mombasa,  will  be 
put  an  end  to  by  the  inclusion  in  next  year’s  Estimates  of  a  Sanitary  branch  of  the 
Medical  Department  which  will  consolidate  and  control  conflicting  interests. 

Two  prosecutions  were  undertaken  during  the  year  to  clear  up  points  of  law. 

New  township  rules  on  building  and  other  subjects  were  promulgated.  I  can  but 
reiterate  the  necessity  for  the  publication  of  a  Public  Health  Ordinance  with  power  to 
make  by-laws  incorporating  all  the  regulations  scattered  through  various  volumes  of 
“  Official  Gazettes.” 


(ii.)  Preventive  Measures. 

The  most  effective  measure  for  the  eradication  of  mosquitoes  has  been  bush  clearing. 
Quinine  is  but  irregularly  taken  by  Europeans,  and  the  institution  of  any  system  of 
quinine  prophylaxis  or  the  free  distribution  of  the  drug,  would,  I  am  convinced,  be 
attended  with  the  most  meagre  results. 
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Continuous  inspections  of  the  various  quarters  of  the  town  have  been  made  by  the 
Health  Officer,  but  the  machinery  to  enforce  his  recommendations  being  carried  out 
remains  in  the  same  unsatisfactory  state  as  noted  in  last  year’s  Report.  All  the 
school  children  were  inspected,  with  the  result  that  40  per  cent,  were  found  with 
enlarged  spleens. 

The  Health  Office  flying  squad  has  been  occupied  in  oiling  pools  and  marshes,  and 
collecting  bottles,  tins,  etc.,  which  had  been  thrown  from  houses. 

Epidemic  diseases. — 1,088  rats  and  615  spleen  smears  were  examined  during  the 
continuance  of  plague  at  Nairobi,  with  negative  results. 

No  case  of  small-pox  occurred  on  the  island.  Two  steamers  from  Bombay  arrived 
with  small -pox  on  board,  and  were  quarantined  at  Zanzibar  Sanitary  Station.  In  one  of 
these  steamers  two  fresh  cases  of  small -pox  occurred  amongst  the  contacts.  It  is 
necessary  to  repeat  that  the  entirely  unprotected  condition  of  the  port  from  plague  and 
other  infectious  diseases  is  each  year  less  excusable.  I  am  glad  to  state,  however,  that 
the  project  of  a-  small  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  has  at  last  been  taken  in  hand. 

All  the  school  children  (about  500)  were  vaccinated.  1,030  vaccinations  were 
performed  with  glycerinated  lymph  prepared  at  the  Nairobi  Laboratory.  The  results 
obtained  were  not  so  good  in  Mombasa  as  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  It  is  essential 
that  registration  of  births  be  made  compulsory  as  an  integral  part  of  a  scheme  for 
protecting  the  whole  population. 

Dysentery  has  already  been  discussed  in  my  general  remarks  on  public  health. 

(iii.)  General  Measures. 

Sewage  Disposal. — An  immense  amount  of  work  and  supervision  will  have  to  be 
undertaken  before  this  can  be  regarded  as  on  a  satisfactory  footing.  European  houses 
are  provided  with  night  soil  buckets,  emptied  into  trollies  during  the  night,  and  the 
contents  tipped  into  the  sea.  All  the  native  houses  use  cess-pits,  which,  in  the  vast 
majority  of  cases,  are  situated  inside  the  huts  or  buildings.  Some  of  these  pits  must 
have  been  in  use  for  over  a  century.  In  the  limestone  formation  of  the  coast  a  properly 
constructed  cess-pit  is  not  offensive. 

One  public  latrine  was  erected  during  the  year,  and  more  are  to  be  erected.  With 
the  disappearance  of  the  bush  their  addition  has  become  a  crying  necessity. 

Disposal  of  Refuse. — 137  cartloads  of  bottles  and  tin  refuse  were  collected  by  the 
Health  Office  flying  squad.  The  town’s  Conservancy  Department  and  the  railway  were 
fully  occupied  in  keeping  clean  the  roads,  drains,  and  compounds.  The  latter  department 
required  stimulating.  A  much  needed  additional  cell  was  added  to  the  destructor. 

Water  Sujoply. — Mombasa  still  remains  dependent  on  underground  rain  tanks  and 
polluted  wells.  A  very  definite  commencement  was  made,  however,  with  the  preliminary 
work  of  the  new  pipe  water  supply  in  the  Shimba  hills.  The  analyses  of  the  water  have 
been  uniformly  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

Surface  Drainage. — It  is  only  in  the  native  towns  that  there  are  drains  at  all. 
These  are  of  concrete,  and,  in  the  absence  of  a  pipe  water  supply  cannot  be  adequately 
flushed.  They  all  discharge  into  the  sea.  Generally,  the  condition  of  the  undrained 
areas  of  the  town  is  unspeakable.  It  is  fortunate  that  the  introduction  of  the  pipe 
supply  will  render  it  imperative  that  a  definite  drainage  scheme  be  instituted.  It  is  a 
happy  chance  that  the  island  of  Mombasa  is  of  coral  formation,  and  very  porous.  Its 
surface  is  thickly  covered  with  bush  and  innumerable  pits  and  depressions  which, 
holding  rain  water  in  favourable  places,  are  admirably  adapted  for  the  breeding  of 
mosquitoes. 

Clearance  of  Bush. — The  Public  Works  Department  spent  the  sum  of  £295,  and 
the  Railway  £518,  on  this  during  the  year.  The  work  was  confined  to  the  European 
quarter  of  the  island  and  the  Railway  compounds.  No  mean  factor  in  promoting  the 
health  of  the  Europeans  in  improving  the  amenities  of  the  island  has  been  the  creation  of 
a  golf  course. 

Port. — There  were  inspected  during  the  years —

Coasting  steamers  and  dhows  from  Asia  frequently  arrive  disgracefully  overcrowded. 
Human  creatures  seem  to  stand  it  better  than  cattle,  numbers  of  which  die  from  heat  or 
stormy  weather.  Apparently  nothing  can  be  done  to  stop  the  overcrowding  in  the 
present  state  of  the  law. 
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Sanitation  of  Lamu. 

(a.)  General  Review  of  Work  done,  Laws  passed,  and  Progress  made. 

( i . )  Adm  inistra  live. 

The  improvements  effected  in  Lamu  have  been  slight,  owing  to  financial  considerations, 
but  it  is  pleasant  to  record  that  a  keener  spirit  prevails  towards  matters  sanitary.  In 
especial,  efforts  have  been  undertaken  to  supervise  all  new  buildings  and  building  sites. 

The  sanitation  of  the  town  is  performed  by  a  Voluntary  Board,  nine  in  number, 
chosen  from  the  Indians,  Arabs,  and  Swahilis,  and  presided  over  by  the  District 
Commissioner.  A  voluntary  rate  is  collected  and  was  expended  in  lighting  the  town 
and  in  the  employment  of  two  road  sweepers. 

(ii.)  Preventive  Measures. 

It  is  difficult  to  say  that  any  but  spasmodic  efforts  towards  the  prevention  of  the 
breeding  of  mosquitos  have  been  carried  out.  The  litigious  temper  of  the  inhabitants 
renders  even  ameliorative  measures  well  nigh  impossible. 

Epidemic  Diseases. — No  cases  of  plague  occurred.  Rat  poison  was  distributed  with 
very  little  result.  Vaccinations  were  performed.  Of  64  cases  seen  afterwards,  34  were 
successful.  The  dried  lymph  gave  better  results  than  the  giycerinated  tubes,  the  latter 
being1  deteriorated  by  the  heat. 

(iii.)  General  Measures. 

The  bucket  system  is  employed  in  a  few  European  houses,  cesspits  being,  otherwise, 
the  sole  method  in  use  for  the  disposal  of  sewage.  The  foreshore  is  used  as  a  tipping 
and  easing  ground  by  natives. 

Water  Supply. — Rain  tanks  and  polluted  wells.  Drainage  is  nil,  except  for  one  or 
two  culverts  running  under  the  sea  embankment.  A  sum  of  £200  was  spent  in 
constructing  the  sea  front  which  has  greatly  improved  the  appearance  of  the  town. 


( b .)  Measures  taken  to  spread  Knowledge  of  Hygiene  and  Sanitation. 

At  the  coast  these  have  been  nil,  nor  do  I  think,  for  the  present,  it  would  be  of  the 
slightest  use  to  attempt  such. 

(c.)  Recommendations  for  Future  Work  at  the  Coast. 

Many  important  measures  are  under  consideration,  and  I  would  urge  their  early 
completion,  e.g.,  the  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  laying  out  of  the 
island  of  Mombasa,  the  plans  showing  proposed  complete  distribution  of  the  new  water 
supply  and  drainage  system  consequent  thereon.  I  think  plans  of  the  latest  and  most 
modern  sanitary  station  should  be  obtained  with  a  view  to  the  laying  out  to  the  best 
advantage  of  the  area  reserved  for  the  new  quarantine  station,  and  last,  but  not  least,  the 
formation  of  a  recognised  Municipal  Committee. 

At  Lamu  the  completion  of  the  European  quarter  should  be  proceeded  with.  At 
least  five  new  houses  will  be  required,  with  a  condenser  for  the  area.  The  creation  of  an 
organised  Conservancy  Department  is  also  very  necessary.

V.— HOSPITALS  AND  DISPENSARIES. 

European  Hospital,  Mombasa. 

The  structure  of  the  building,  originally  erected  as  a  bungalow,  entails  a  great 
amount  of  unnecessary  work  on  the  resident  staff ;  its  many  defects  have  been  repeatedly 
drawn  attention  to.  In  spite  of  this,  the  hospital  has  maintained  its  accustomed  efficiency, 
and  has  proved  equal  to  the  demands  made  on  it.  The  average  daily  number  of  beds 
occupied  during  the  year  was  two. 

The  nursing  staff  consists  of  two  nursing  sisters,  a  number  inadequate  to  the 
needs  of  the  hospital. 
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Eighty-six  patients  were  treated  during  the  year,  the  greater  majority  of  whom  were 
drawn  from  the  island  of  Mombasa.  65*1  per  cent,  of  the  in-patients  were  non-official. 

Malarial  cases  caused  58*1  per  cent,  of  the  cases  treated,  40  per  cent,  of  which 
occurred  amongst  officials.  There  is  a  decrease  m  the  malarial  rate  when  compared  with 
previous  years. 

Table  showing  cases  treated  is  appended. 

Native  Hospital,  Mombasa. 

The  building  is  adequate  to  the  needs  of  the  island  and  has  been  kept  in  a  very 
satisfactory  condition  throughout  the  year.  The  most  crying  need  of  the  hospital  is  the 
lack  of  competent  nursing  ;  this  has,  perforce,  to  be  left  in  the  hands  of  untrained 
Africans. 

10,900  patients  were  treated  in  the  out-patient  department. 

In  the  in-patient  department  a  total  of  1,265  were  admitted,  with  an  average 
sick  time  of  10T9  days  to  each.  127  deaths  occurred,  being  a  percentage  of  10‘03  to 
admission. 

The  sick  statistics  from  the  various  dispensaries  on  the  Coast  belt  are  included  in  the 
tables  accompanying  Report,  but  mention  must  be  made  of  Malindi,  where  Senior 
Sub-Assistant  Surgeon  Maula  Buksh  has  earned  a  deserved  reputation  as  an  ophthalmic 
surgeon. 

H.M.  Prison,  Mombasa. 

The  dietary  would  appear  to  be  fairly  satisfactory.  23  per  cent,  of  the  prisoners  lost 
weight ;  in  52  per  cent,  the  weight  remained  stationary,  whilst  24  per  cent,  showed  a 
definite  gain. 

Tables  showing  the  cases  treated  in  and  out  of  hospital  are  appended. 

The  Mountainous  Zone. 

This  comprises  the  two  Provinces  of  Ukamba  and  Naivasha,  including  the  Uasin 
Gishu  Plateau  with  an  altitude  varying  up  to  9,000  feet.  The  greater  part  of  these 
areas  is  generally  regarded  as  being  specially  adapted  for  settlement  by  Europeans.  The 
oapital  of  the  Protectorate  and  the  township  of  Nakuru,  changing  centres  of  the  Uganda 
Railway,  are  respectively  situated  in  them. 

I.— ADMINISTRATIVE  STAFF. 

The  Staff  consisted  of  three  medical  officers  stationed  in  Nairobi,  viz.,  Dr.  J.  T.  C. 
Johnson,  M.B.,  C.M.,  F.R.C.S.,  Senior  Medical  Officer  in  Charge,  European  Hospital  ; 
Dr.  L.  D.  Lowsley,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  in  charge  of  the  Province,  the  Native  Civil 
Hospital,  Gaol,  and  Police  ;  Dr.  A.  Robertson,  M.B.,  Bac.Surg.,  D.P.H.,  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  the  town,  and  Medical  Officer  in  Charge  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum  and 
Quarantine  Camp. 

II. — PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

(a.)  General  Remarks. 

The  general  health  of  the  population  has  been  much  the  same  as  last  year  though 
the  numbers  treated  were  less.  There  was  a  satisfactory  rainfall,  after  three  dry  years, 
the  benefit  of  which,  in  the  upland  regions,  is  always  apparent. 

(i.)  General  Diseases. 

There  is  nothing  very  particular  to  record  during  the  year.  Diseases  of  the 
digestive  organs  and  respiratory  system,  as  was  to  be  expected,  largely  predominated  in 
the  returns  ;  the  variations  in  temperature,  chills,  and  insufficient  clothing  would  all  have 
to  be  taken  into  consideration  in  accounting  for  the  number  of  the  latter  affections.  A 
very  large  number  came  up  for  treatment  for  trifling  ailments  and  local  injuries,  to  which 
the  African  is  especially  prone. 

(ii.)  Communicable  Diseases. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  place  malaria  holds  in  returns  from  these  upland  districts 
is  not  commendable.  Though  the  cases  are  a  little  less  than  for  the  past  two  years,  it 
exists  in  places  in  which  it  should  never  have  been  allowed  to  get  a  hold,  and  yearly  is  a 
cause  of  a  heavy  mortality  amongst  Africans  and  Asiatics.  The  reason  for  this  state  of 
matters  is  two-fold  ;  in  the  townships  insufficient  drains,  not  only  public  ones,  but  the 
almost  total  absence  of  domestic  drains  connecting  houses  with  the  roadside  channels  ; 
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and,  everywhere,  owing  to  the  race  for  development,  a  tendency  to  disregard  the  unre- 
munerative  expense  that  sanitary  reform  entails,  and  the  unproductive  waste  of  time 
involved  in  keeping  compounds  in  order.  The  attitude  of  the  native  towards  mosquitoes 
is,  of  course,  perfectly  hopeless. 

In  Nairobi  imported  cases  of  sleeping  sickness  in  Africans  who  had  come  down  from 
the  Lake  were  noted  and,  what  has  long  been  suspected,  not  only  has  the  Ornithodorus 
moubata  been  found,  but  actual  cases  of  tick  fever  which  could  only  have  obtained  their 
infection  in  the  town.  It  is  possible  that  the  ticks  were  brought  in  the  bags  of  native 
grain  carried  from  villages  in  the  Kenia  Province — an  endemic  centre — and  established  a 
footing  in  the  native  shops. 

Enteric  fever  again  showed  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  over  last  year. 
Though  it  is  always  difficult  to  trace  the  source  of  the  infection,  I  am  inclined  to  think 
that  the  majority  of  patients  contracted  the  disease  from  drinking  water  from  streams 
which  were  known  to  be  polluted.  Contamination  of  food  by  flies  and  domestic  agencies, 
and  by  dust  storms  in  dry  weather,  all  seemed  possible  sources  of  infection.  During  the 
year  Nairobi  was  visited  by  its  third  visitation  of  plague.  The  epidemic  lasted  from  the 
3rd  of  May  to  the  16th  of  September.  It  originated  in  one  of  the  back  streets  of 
the  Indian  Bazaar.  In  all  there  were  39  cases,  22  of  whom  died.  Sporadic  cases 
occurred  further  down  the  railway  line,  at  Ulu,  but  its  extension  was  controlled.  The 
total  death  rate  from  this  cause  was  5 6 ’4  per  cent.  Each  year  makes  it  more  certain  that 
Ukambani  may  be  regarded  as  one  of  the  endemic  centres  of  plague  in  the  Protectorate. 

Dysentery  is  also  rife,  generally  during  the  rainy  seasons  in  these  highlands.  The 
same  causes  may  be  given  as  at  the  coast.  There  was  an  undue  amount  of  chicken-pox, 
usually  looked  upon  as  the  precursor  of  small -pox,  of  which  there  was,  fortunately,  only 
one  case  in  the  prison. 

(b.)  European  Officials. 

The  health  of  the  officials  has  been  satisfactory  on  the  whole.  Here,  again,  the 
greater  proportion  of  the  cases  treated  were  due  to  malaria.  The  vast  majority  of  cases 
depended  on  the  subtertian  variety  of  the  parasite,  quartan  being  rarely  found.

(c.)  Native  Officials.

(■ d .)  General  European  Population. 

Except  for  the  increase  in  the  number  of  enteric  fever  and  malarial  cases,  the  average 
health  of  the  community  remained  at  a  fairly  constant  level.  The  mortality,  howrever, 
was  unusually  high,  partly  accounted  for  by  a  number  of  infantile  fatalities  in  the  first 
and  second  quarters  of  the  year,  two  of  which  were  occasioned  by  dysentery,  one  malaria, 
and  one  dengue. 

( e .)  General  Native  Population. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  two  Provinces,  calculated  on  the  hut  tax  returns, 
is  230,000.

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III.— SANITATION. 

(a.)  General  Review,  &c. 

While  no  striking  developments  have  taken  place  during  the  year,  a  good  deal  of 
effective  work  has  been  done  on  existing  lines.  The  condition  of  the  Indian  Bazaar  in 
Nairobi  remains  the  same  as  when  it  was  reported  on  five  years  ago  by  Mr.  Bramsby 
Williams.  Several  new  drains  have  been  laid  down,  but  very  little  progress  has  been 
made  with  the  main  drainage  scheme. 

[  ( i . )  Administration. ] 

(ii.)  Preventive  Measures. 

In  May  and  June  very  useful  work  was  done  towards  reducing  the  number  of 
mosquito-breeding  areas  by  employing  large  gangs  of  convicts  in  draining  low-lying 
marshy  pieces  of  ground,  and  in  cleaning  drains  which  had  got  overgrown  with  weeds 
and  vegetation.  The  useful  suggestion  is  made  that  this  labour  should  be  employed  for 
a  fortnight  just  prior  to  the  onset  of  the  rains. 

A  leaflet  on  the  prevention  of  malaria  was  circulated  among  all  householders.  At 
the  end  of  the  year,  anti-mosquito  rules  were  published  for  Nairobi,  as  yet  the  only  town 
in  the  Protectorate  to  which  such  have  been  applied. 

The  usual  quarantine  measures  were  adopted  in  dealing  with  the  epidemic  of  plague. 
Systematic  fumigation  and  disinfection  of  infected  houses  and  clothing  was  carried  out, 
hampered  considerably  by  the  lack  of  suitable  and  efficient  disinfecting  apparatus.  In 
addition,  most  of  the  buildings  in  the  Bazaar  do  not  lend  themselves  readily  to  proper 
treatment  by  fumigation.  A  very  large  number  of  rats  were  examined  at  the  laboratory, 
and  a  ready  response  was  given  to  inoculation  by  Haffkine’s  plague  serum  vaccine,  in 
all,  6,140  persons  being  inoculated.  A  certain  amount  of  resentment  was  shown  to  the 
health  authorities  by  a  section  of  the  Indian  community  in  the  early  days  of  the  epidemic, 
but  this  was  successfully  tided  over.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  not  a  penny  of 
compensation  was  paid.  No  outbreak  of  small-pox  occurred. 


(iii.)  General  Measures. 

The  disposal  of  sewage  is  effected  on  the  bucket  system  and  night-soil  carts,  the 
excreta  being  buried  in  trenches. 

The  demolition  of  the  old  insanitary  public  latrines  and  the  erection  of  new  ones  is 
being  proceeded  with,  the  municipal  council  of  Nairobi  having  sanctioned  a  considerable 
sum  of  money  for  this  purpose. 

Disposal  of  Refuse. — Scavenging  is  performed  by  the  Conservancy  Department  ; 
road  sweepings,  household  and  other  refuse  are  removed  by  carts,  and  either  burned  or 
deposited  in  trenches.  The  question  of  a  destructor  does  not,  as  yet,  appear  to  be  an 
urgent  one.  A  number  of  public  dust-bins  are  provided  at  convenient  localities 
throughout  the  town. 

The  water  supply  of  Nairobi  still  remains  of  excellent  quality.  A  larger  pipe-line 
was  laid  during  the  year,  with  the  result  that  instead  of  about  7  gallons  per  head 
per  day  over  30  gallons  per  head  per  day  became  available.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the 
Nairobi  river,  running  through  the  heart  of  the  town,  known  to  be  infected  with  typhoid 
germs,  is  so  convenient  of  access  to  a  large  number  of  the  native  inhabitants.  # 

Surface  drainage  is  still  grossly  insufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  town.  A 
certain  number  of  new  ones  have  been  constructed,  but  very  little  progress  has  been 
made  with  the  Williams  scheme. 

The  need  for  bush  clearing  is  not  so  pressing  in  Nairobi  as  fit  the  coast,  but  the 
Public  Works  Department,  the  railway  gangs,  and  the  convicts  have  all  combined  to 
keep  down  the  vegetation  in  some  of  the  worst  areas. 


( b .)  Measures  taken  to  spread  Hygiene,  &c. 

With  the  exception  of  the  new  European  school,  it  would  be,  I  consider,  a  waste  of 
time  to  make  any  special  effort  to  spread  a  knowledge  of  elementary  tropical  hygiene  by 
means  of  popular  lectures  or  classes.  A  scheme  is  under  consideration  to  teach  the 
subject  in  this  school. 
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(c.)  Recommendations  for  future  work. 

It  is  imperative  that  the  sanitation  of  the  Indian  Bazaar  be  taken  in  hand  at  the 
earliest  opportunity.  Its  present  condition  is  a  disgrace.  This  might  be  done  in 
conjunction  with  the  furtherance  of  the  Williams  drainage  scheme. 

The  sooner  the  question  of  a  native  location  is  settled,  the  easier  it  will  be  to  deal 
with  some  of  the  sanitary  problems  connected  with  Africans. 

IV.— METEOROLOGY.

V.— HOSPITALS  AND  DISPENSARIES. 

1.  There  is  a  well  equipped  European  Hospital  in  Nairobi,  the  advantages  of  which 
are  yearly  becoming  more  and  more  recognised  by  the  community.  148  cases  were 
admitted  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  33  over  last  year,  giving  an  average  daily  sick 
rate  of  6-67. 

2.  The  nursing  staff,  owing  to  shortage,  leave,  and  casualties,  was  at  times 
insufficient. 

3.  The  Native  Civil  Hospitals  at  Nairobi  and  Nakuru  are  both  unsuitable  iron 
structures,  exceedingly  uncomfortable  and  cramped,  and  have  no  provision  for  the  higher 
class  native  or  Indian.  The  erection  of  a  modern  hospital  for  Nairobi  is  unavoidably 
held  over  until  the  question  of  a  native  location  site  can  be  definitely  determined. 

4.  Nairobi  Gaol. — The  gaol  was  moved  to  new  buildings  situated  on  the  plain  in 
October.  The  new  buildings  are  stone  and  concrete.  The  accommodation  is  inadequate 
as  only  part  of  the  original  plan  has  been  executed.  The  general  health  of  the  prisoners 
was  good  and  the  sick  rate  was  very  low.  Sanitation  and  cleanliness  were  well  observed. 

5.  Lunatic  Asylum. — This  institution  has  proved  of  great  use  in  the  country,  most 
of  the  more  violent  cases  of  mania  having  been  transferred  to  it.  The  use  of  the  asylum 
has  a  most  beneficial  effect  on  the  inmate  as  it  is  rare  for  even  the  most  turbulent  case 
not  to  calm  down  sufficiently  to  take  his  part  in  the  cultivation  of  the  soil.  During  the 
year  four  acres  of  garden  were  taken  in,  making  the  total  extent  of  cultivation  eight 
acres.  The  result  of  all  this  labour  was  that  towards  the  latter  end  of  the  year  the 
asylum  became  very  nearly  self-supporting.  The  accommodation  of  the  asylum  was 
taxed  to  its  utmost  capacity,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  make  additions.  The  water 
supply  is  dependent  on  1G  large  galvanised  iron  tanks.  It  is  very  essential  that  the 
building  be  connected  up  with  the  Nairobi  pipe  supply,  if  the  cost  is  not  too  prohibitive.

The  Kenia  and  Nyanza  Provinces. 

Though  these  two  Provinces  are  not  contiguous  they  have  been  grouped  together  as 
their  climatic  conditions  have  a  superficial  resemblance  to  each  other.  Nyanza  is  situated 
on  the  shores  of  the  Victoria  Nyanza,  and  runs  into  the  slopes  of  Mount  Elgon.  It 
contains  a  considerable  number  of  Europeans  settled  in  the  cold  uplands  of  the  Nandi  * 
Escarpment,  and  its  chief  township  is  Kisumu,  the  terminus  of  the  Uganda  Railway, 
already  one  of  the  main  trade  distributing  centres  in  the  Protectorate. 

Kenia  takes  its  name  from  the  most  prominent  feature  in  its  landscape,  Mount  Kenia, 
and  has  also  pleasant  uplands.  Its  capital  is  Fort  Hall. 

1.— ADMINISTRATIVE  STAFF. 

At  Kisumu  there  were  two  Medical  Officers,  Dr.  A.  Mouat,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  L.M.,  D.P.H., 
carrying  on  the  duties  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Port  Surgeon  ;  Dr.  B.  W. 
Cherrett,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  M.B.,  D.P.H.,  in  charge  of  the  Native  Hospital  and 
Province. 

Dr.  W.  Owen- Prichard,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  was  in  medical  charge  of  Kenia 
Province. 

II.— PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

(a.)  General  Remarks.  * 

(i.)  General  Diseases. 

The  most  common  disease  both  among  Europeans  and  natives  has  been  malaria  and 
its  sequel  anaemia.  In  Kisumu  infection  can  be  traced  to  the  town  itself.  In  Fort  Hall 
district  during  the  wet  season  digestive  and  bronchial  affections  were  frequent,  and  out¬ 
breaks  of  dysentery  and  diarrhoea  occurred  in  some  villages,  the  cause  being  probably  due 
to  a  state  of  semi-famine  during  a  cold,  wet,  spell  of  weather. 
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(ii.)  Communicable  Diseases. 

Both  in  Nyanza  and  Kenia  malaria  was  especially  prevalent.  In  both  Provinces 
the  disease  is  indigenous  and  frequent.  In  the  latter  the  vast  majority  of  fatalities 
occurred  in  men  who  had  returned  to  their  villages  to  die  after  having  been  employed  on 
work  at  the  coast.  They  had  undoubtedly  brought  the  infection  with  them,  and  could 
not  be  seen  early  enough  for  the  timely  administration  of  quinine. 

The  position  of  trypanosomiasis  remains  the  same  as  noted  in  last  year’s  Report, 
except  that  it  is  yearly  a  less  and  less  cause  of  anxiety,  and  is  undoubtedly  dying  down 
into  a  state  of  quiescence.  It  is  confined  strictly  to  the  Glossina  palpalis  infected  areas 
in  Kavirondo  ;  with  ten  years’  observation,  no  extension  beyond  its  original  limits  has 
been  noted. 

The  existence  of  endemic  spirillosis  in  the  Kenia  Province  has  been  established 
beyond  a  doubt.  One  case  was  seen  in  a  Kavirondo  policeman. 

No  case  of  typhoid  fever  was  reported  from  the  Kenia  Province,  but  four  cases 
occurred  in  Nyanza  amongst  the  officers  of  the  Marine  Department. 

Leprosy  is  found  in  both  Provinces. 

One  case  of  beri-beri  occurred  in  a  sailor  of  the  Uganda  Marine. 

Syphilis  and  gonorrhoea  were  very  prevalent  in  both  Provinces.  In  Nyanza  it  is 
a  moot  point  when  syphilis  was  first  introduced,  but  in  at  least  two  of  the  tribes — the 
Nandi  and  Lumbwa — this  disease  very  largely  prevails.  -Unlike  most  tribes,  these  do 
not  confine  their  immorality  to  their  own  tribe. 

Plague. — Kisumu  experienced  its  annual  occurrence  of  plague.  In  the  early  part 
of  the  year  it  was  noticed  that  an  epidemic  existed  amongst  the  rats.  On  April  23rd 
the  first  case  of  human  plague  was  admitted  to  hospital.  Altogether  a  total  of  64  cases 
occurred,  with  a  mortality  of  49,  being  a.  death  rate  of  76*56  per  cent.  In  comparison 
with  former  years  the  disease  originated  in  old  Kisumu. and  ended  at  the  loco  landies, 
each  case  getting  nearer  and  nearer.  Judged  by  the  death  rate  it  would  appear  as  if  the 
virulence  of  the  disease  was  getting  slightly  less.  45  of  the  cases  were  of  the  bubonic 
type,  and  19  pneumonic.  During  the  rainy  months  of  the  year,  malaria  and  plague 
were  most  prevalent. 

Elephantiasis  is  fairly  common  in  Kavirondo,  but  the  natives  seldom  come  up  for 
treatment.  The  Culex  Mansonii  is  found  in  the  township  of  Kisumu. 

(5.)  European  Officials. 

General  Remarks. — The  general  health  of  officials  has  been  fairly  good  throughout 
the  year.  There  is  an  observed  tendency  to  take  more  care  of  their  health  than  formerly, 
and  better  living  has  been  awarded  by  better  health  and  spirits.

(d.)  General  European  Population. 

The  European  population  in  these  Provinces  is  so  scattered  that  it  is  difficult  to 
obtain  any  information  regarding  them.  It  is  only  for  emergencies  and  urgent  cases  that 
the  services  of  the  Medical  Officers  are  requisitioned.  These  calls  were  few,  and  it  may 
be  said  that  a  fair  measure  of  health  was  enjoyed  during  the  year. 
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( e .)  General  Native  Population. 

From  the  Hut  Tax  Returns  it  is  estimated  that  the  native  population  numbered 
1,665,800. 

Births  and  deaths  are  not  registered,  nor  is  there  any  information  regarding  infantile 
mortality. 

III.— SANITATION. 

( a .)  General  Review  of  Work  done,  Laws  passed,  and  Progress  made. 

(i.)  Administrative . 

Owing  to  the  existence  of  plague  at  Kisumu,  considerable  attention  was  paid  to  the 
sanitary  toilette  of  the  town.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  more  attention  has  been  paid  to 
sanitary  details  in  the  townships  of  these  two  Provinces  than  in  any  of  the  others,  and  it 
is  owing  to  the  unremitting  attention  of  the  Medical  Officers  concerned,  backed  up  by 
the  Administrative  Officers,  that  much  has  been  effected. 

(ii.)  Preventive  Measures . 

Prophylactic  measures  have  been  continuously  taken  with  a  view  to  the  prevention 
of  malaria  in  the  various  stations,  but  it  is  too  much  to  hope  that  the  natives  will  carry 
out  the  precautions  advised  in  the  villages.  At  Kisumu  stone  pits  eight  feet  deep  and 
four  feet  broad  filled  with  stone  have  been  found  to  answer  very  well  to  collect  the  over¬ 
flow  and  waste  water  from  stand  pipes. 

Compounds  and  yards  have  been  zealously  inspected,  and  all  ditches  and  possible 
breeding  places  of  mosquitoes.  The  Fort  Hall  Station  native  officials  were  put  on  a 
weekly  ration  of  quinine,  and  at  Kisumu  a  free  issue  was  given  to  all  Europeans  for  their 
native  servants. 

Dr.  Owen- Prichard  points  out  the  possibility  of  the  introduction  of  Malta  Fever 
from  Somaliland,  where  it  is  known  to  exist,  into  the  Kenia  Province,  as  the  Boran  and 
Rendile  bring  down  numbers  of  Somali  sheep  from  time  to  time. 

The  Sleeping  Sickness  Camp  in  Kavirondo  [District]  has  not  been  a  success  from 
its  commencement,  and  it  has  been  decided  to  remove  it  to  Kisii  Station  where  the 
energies  of  the  Medical  Officer  in  Charge  may  be  better  utilised. 

Epidemic  Diseases. — Small-pox  rendered  necessary  the  establishment  of  a  number  of 
isolation  camps  and  the  usual  disinfectant  measures,  which,  in  outstations,  generally 
resolve  themselves  into  the  use  of  fire. 

Plague. — Methods  similar  to  those  adopted  last  year  were  employed  during  the 
outbreak  at  Kisumu — isolation  of  sick  and  contact ;  evacuation  of  huts  and  disinfection 
of  them  and  clothing  ;  the  Claytonising  of  ships  and  the  observation  of  various  rules 
drawn  up  to  safeguard  the  ships  from  human  and  rat  infection.  5,278  persons  were 
inoculated  with  Haffkine’s  Serum,  and  a  trial  was  made  with  Tersin’s  Serum,  but  the 
latter  was  not  so  well  borne.  10,435  rats  were  trapped  and  a  large  number  of  spleen 
smears  from  these  and,  in  deaths  from  suspected  pneumonic  cases,  the  aspirated  chest  fluid 
were  examined  microscopically  ;  inspection  and  disinfection  of  all  passengers  were 
resorted  to,  but  were  constantly  evaded. 

(iii.)  General  Measures. 

Sewage  Disposal. — In  the  two  townships  the  bucket  system  is  in  use.  At  Fort  Hall 
the  excreta  is  buried  in  trenches.  At  Kisumu,  owing  to  the  unsuitable  nature  of  the 
soil — hard  ironstone — open  excavations  are  used  at  a  remote  distance  from  the  town. 
This  method  cannot  long  continue.  Kisumu  has  an  organised  conservancy  under  a 
superintendent.  Fort  Hall  and  all  the  outstations  rely  on  the  energies  of  the  District 
Officer  in  charge. 

Disposal  of  Refuse. — Collection  is  effected  by  hand  and  carts,  and  the  refuse  deposited 
in  tips  outside  the  townships  and  burned. 

Water  Supply. — Depends  on  tanks  mostly,  though  some  of  the  outstations  rely  on 
satisfactory  streams.  A  small  condenser  capable  of  supplying  120  gallons  a  day  is  in 
process  of  erection  at  Fort  Hall.  Ivisumu’s  main  supply  depends  on  a  pipe  installation 
pumped  up  from  the  dead  end  of  the  shallow  gulf  on  which  the  town  is  situated.  This 
lake  water  is  grossly  contaminated  with  vegetable  matter,  and  in  view  of  the  churning  up 
of  the  mud  by  the  constant  succession  of  arriving  and  departing  steamers,  and  the 
occurrence  of  typhoid,  cannot  but  be  regarded  with  grave  suspicion.  Europeans  rely 
almost  exclusively  on  tanks  for  drinking-water. 
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Drainage ,  Surface. — There  are  no  masonry-built  drains  anywhere.  They  are  simply 
open  ditches  cut  in  the  ironstone  and  rock,  which  is  as  hard  as  cement,  to  carry  off  storm 
water.  Generally  speaking,  these  have  been  well  attended  to. 

Clearance  of  Bush ,  fyc. — Great  attention  has  been  paid  to  this  at  Kisumu  and  Fort 
Hall,  and  no  two  stations  have  shown  such  good  effects.  The  last  habitat  of  the  Glossina 
palpalis  at  Kisumu  has  been  cleared  and  the  foreshore  for  some  miles  either  side  of  the 
port  is  now  clear  of  infection. 

[( b .)  Measures  taken  to  spread  the  knowledge  oe  Hygiene.] 

(c.)  Recommendations  for  Future  Work. 

The  two  Provinces  Nyanza  and  Kenia  are  the  two  recognised  centres  for  the 
exploitation  of  labour  for  the  rest  of  the  Protectorate.  It  is  estimated  that  there  is  a 
stream  of  between  25,000  and  35,000  individuals  annually  leaving  and  returning  to  their 
homes.  It  is  a  crying  necessity  that  the  movements  of  this  flux  of  people  be  more 
stringently  supervised  than  is  possible  under  the  present  “  Masters  and  Servants 
Ordinance.”  Compulsory  medical  inspection  of  this  labour  should  be  imposed  on  both 
Provinces.  To  render  this  effective,  an  Identification  Pass  law  will  be  necessary.  Rigid 
Government  control  should  be  exercised  over  this  exported  labour  at  its  destination. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  conditions  under  which  recruited  labour  is  made  use  of  in  the 
various  large  undertakings  now  in  progress  in  the  country  has  resulted  in  much 
unnecessary  suffering  and  waste  of  human  life.  Provision  for  a  Medical  Officer  for  labour 
inspection  duty  has  been  inserted  in  the  Estimates. 

Kisumu. — The  introduction  of  a  pipe  water  supply  of  a  quality  above  suspicion. 

The  equipment  of  the  town  and  port  with  : — 

1.  Quarantine  Station  for  ships. 

2.  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  for  dealing  with  plague  and  all  infectious  diseases. 

3.  Suitable  buildings  and  plant  for  the  routine  inspection  of  passengers  and  the 

disinfection  of  suspected  baggage  and  cargo.  A  scheme  for  this  was  put 
forward  two  years  ago. 

4.  The  need  of  a  small  European  Hospital  has  been  urgently  represented.  I 

think,  however,  that  the  requirements  of  the  place  would  be  adequately  met 
for  the  present  by  stationing  a  visiting  nurse  in  the  town. 

The  number  of  minor  recommendations  are  too  numerous  to  record. 

[IV. — METEOROLOGY.] 

V.— HOSPITALS  AND  DISPENSARIES. 

At  Fort  Hall  and  Kisumu  there  are  Native  Hospitals.  Several  structural  improve¬ 
ments  have  been  effected  during  the  year  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  establishments. 

Tables  shewing  the  indoor  and  outdoor  cases  treated  are  appended. 

There  are  several  dispensaries  under  the  charge  of  sub-assistant  surgeons  and 
hospital  compounders  throughout  the  Provinces. 

The  Desert  Zone. 

The  Northern  Frontier  District  and  the  Jubaland  Province  with  immense  tracts  of 
hot,  waterless  deserts,  have  been  grouped  together,  as  both  their  physical  characteristics 
and  conditions  of  life  are  identical. 

I.— ADMINISTRATIVE  STAFF. 

The  headquarters  of  the  Northern  Frontier  District  is  Marsabit,  an  extinct  volcano 
with  a  crater  lake,  and  is  under  the  charge  of  Dr.  G.  R.  H.  Chell,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P. 

Kismayu  is  the  centre  of  the  Jubaland  Administration  at  the  mouth  of  the  River 
Juba  with  Dr.  C.  L.  Chevallier,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  D.T.M.,  in  charge. 

II.— PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

(a.)  General  Remarks. 

Owing  to  the  difficulties  of  transport — with  the  exception  of  chance  steamers  con¬ 
necting  Kismayu  with  Mombasa,  and  the  navigability  of  the  Juba  limited  to  four  months 
in  the  year  and  subject  to  the  annual  flood — intercommunication  has  to  rely  exclusively 
on  a  limited  camel  transport.  This  absence  of  facilities  is  the  factor  which  I  consider 
militates  most  against  the  preservation  of  health  in  these  parts.  The  most  valuable 
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insurance  against  loss  of  health  in  Africa  is  a  good  food  properly  cooked  ;  here,  in  a 
country  as  yet  producing  infinitely  little  in  the  way  of  foodstuffs,  the  impossibility  of 
replacing  stores,  and  the  prohibitive  cost  of  the  carriage  to  men  with  small  incomes  is 
bound  to  have  a  prejudicial  effect. 


( b .)  European  Officials. 

The  number  of  Europeans,  officials  and  others,  may  be  put  down  at  50.  No  deaths 
occurred  during  the  year,  nor  were  there  any  invalidings.  The  general  health  was  very 
good  on  the  whole,  malaria  being  probably  the  most  common  ailment.

A  fair 
measure  of  health  was  maintained  amongst  them,  though,  they,  like  their  officers,  are  not 
improved  by  a  restricted  dietary. 


III.— SANITATION. 


Recommendations  for  Future  Work. 


Of  sanitary  recommendations  the  most  crying  are  : — 

1.  The  adoption  of  a  suitable  type  of  dwelling  house  adapted  to  a  hot,  dry  climate 

with  a  very  powerful  sun. 

2.  An  organized  transport  service,  possibly  motor  roads  cut  through  the  thorn  scrub. 

3.  A  small  native  hospital  for  Kismayu.
